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WHAT HAS HAPPENED TO THE CHINA MISSIONARIES ? 


Dr. Pierce Beaver reports in an Occasional Bul of the Missionary Research 
Library on the reallocation of China missionaries an Tene by North American Mission 


Boards. There were 2,108 North American missionaries on the China roll in 1950. 
Latest reports show them distributed as follows:

The above figures do not include the China Inland Mission, which does not keep 
records of its missionaries by nationalities. Only the Southern Baptist Convention has 
— sending missionaries to Macao. The assignments to Formosa have been made 

ithout very much mutual consultation concerning comity and cooperation. Assign- 
ments to Formosa and Hongkong “‘appear to exceed the bounds of fruitful missionary 
leadership and assistance to the indigenous churches, even taking into account the large 
number of refugees flooding those places.’ 


As to funds, the picture is not yet complete, but in general the funds released by 
the closing of China have been used for new work only by Boards whose work was largely 
confined to China previously. The majority of Boards have reported that the release 
of China fuads has simply eased the financial problems of other fields. 


Since the above report does not include the China Inland Mission, we add the 
following information gleaned from The Millions ormerly Chinas Millions): “The CIM 
has extended its sphere to include Chinese and other es in East Asia and Indonesia, 
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West Borneo, Thailand, Malaya and Singapore. That our name may embrace this new 
outreach, the sub-title Overseas Missionary Fellowship has been added to the name of 
the Mission, Funds received by the CIM for the first eleven months of 1952 in North 
America amounted to about $400,000.

Rey. James Sutton, a British Baptist missionary formerly stationed in Chengtu, 
has an article in the Missionary Herald (British Baptist publication) for Nov. 1952 on 
‘‘What of the Church in China?’’ After reviewing briefly the difficulties which Chinese 
Christians face under the Communist regime he recounts the stories of three Chinese 
Christians whose enthusiasm and faith have not only held local congregations together, 
but have also made a positive evangelistic program possible. The first is afarmer,a 
Mr. Way, in North China, who has held services and preached in his village church ever 
since 1947, when they were left without a pastor. Twice the building has been taken over 
by the government for public use, but each time it was returned to the Christians. They 
have now joined with a neighboring Christian fellowship which was also without a pastor, 
and the two groups now each take the responsibility for church services in alternate 
months. The second story tells of the results of a lay leadership training conference of 
the Szechuan Synod (CCC) in the spring of 1950. After that conference a shopkeeper, a 
Mr. Huang, went back home convinced of his reponsibility as a layman to witness for 
Christ. His shop opened straight on the street, and on each market day he turned it into a 
preaching hall. The local police became suspicious, and put him in prison for two weeks, 
but he continued to preach to the other prisoners while in prison. As a result of his 
courageous witness the whole church was heartened and the work revived. The third ex- 
am le is a young pastor, Mr. Fang, who, cut off from mission board assistance, is con- 
tinuing to preach in a small church in Chengtu. He encouraged his church members with 
the story of Hagar, who was cast out into the wilderness with only a water-bottle of water. 
After finishing the water she and her son lay down to die, but God opened her eyes to see 
awell. His application of this was: The missionary societies were like that water-bottle, 
precious and useful. But when their help comes to an end, God can open our eyes toa 
well of resources adequate to our need. That well is Christ. 


FOOCHOW NEWS 


The ‘‘FCU Family News Letter in America’’, distributed by the United Board, ami 
elitei by Shao-er Ong and Theodore H.E. Chen, has many items of interest, not only :of um 
those who have been connected with Fukien Christian University, but for our readers 
generally. 


Yen Shu-hsia, former head of department of Chinese Literature and History, and 
Dean of the College of Arts of FCU, 1945-49, is now Deputy Mayor of Foochow. Ting 
Ch ao-wu, a layman from Shaowu, is Deputy Governor of Fukien. James Ding and Hsieh 
P ss awry a former teacher of Trinity College, were the go representatives at the 
All-Circles Consultative Conference in Foochow in August. Other representatives in- 
cluded Wang Hsiao-ch’uan, formerly of the Huanan Faculty, and a considerable number 
of FCU graduates. Wang Hsien-chen, an FCU graduate and manager of the Min T’ien Soy 
Sauce Company, confessed to bribery and income tax evasion last spring, paid up his 
heavy fines, and has become a “new person.’ He was one of the six delegates from 
Fukien to attend the All-China Federation of Commerce and Industry in Peking last June 
(See Bulletin #14). Bus service was inaugurated on Sept. 1 between Foochow and 
Shangyao, Kiangsi, and Changchow and Anhai. 


The Congregational Foochow College has been combined with Yang Kuang and Fa 
Hai Middle Schools to become No. 5 Foochow Public Middle School. The College of 
Science of Foochow University is on the Huanan Campus. That was one of three centers 
for entrance examinations for the University last summer, the other two being in 
Changchow and Nanping. The Colleges of Agriculture formerly in Foochow University 
odd Amoy University were to be merged into an independent College of Agriculture for 
ukien,
